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REMARKS 

Claims 27, 29, and 70-72 are pending. Claims 27 and 29 have been amended and 
new claims 70-72 have been added to recite additional features of Applicants' invention. 

Reconsideration of the application is requested for the following reasons. 

In the Final Office Action, claims 27 and 29 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) 
for being obvious in view of a Grube-Bierman combination. This rejection is traversed 
for the following reasons. 

Claim 27 recites "a transmitting unit which transmits a second caller information 
through the radio channel, wherein the first and second caller information includes a 
first and a second picture information respectively, and wherein the signal processing 
unit comprises a picture information processing unit that processes the first picture 
information." (See, for example, Figure 4 and pages 19, 20, and 21-27 for support). 
These features are not taught or suggested by the cited references. 

The Grube patent fails to teach or suggest transmitting picture information 
through a radio channel with a caller identifier. The Examiner acknowledged this 
deficiency in the Final Office Action. Applicants further submit that Grube fails to teach 
or suggest the features added by amendment to claim 27. 

The Bierman patent discloses performing communications in a wired-telephone 
system, e.g., PSTN. Bierman does not teach or suggest modifying a caller identifier 
detecting unit in a mobile communication system that receives caller information 
transmitted along the radio channel, wherein the caller information includes picture 
information and combinations thereof as recited. 
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Moreover, in the Final Office Action, the Examiner noted that Grube discloses 
performing caller ID in a mobile communication system. However, neither Grube nor 
Bierman teach or suggest the features added by amendment to claim 27, whether those 
references are taken alone or in combination. That is, Grube and Bierman do not teach 
or suggest a transmitting unit which transmits a second caller information through the 
radio channel, wherein the first and second caller information includes a first and a 
second picture information respectively, and wherein the signal processing unit 
comprises a picture information processing unit that processes the first picture 
information. 

Absent a teaching or suggestion of these features, it is respectfully submitted that 
a Grube-Bierman combination cannot render claim 27 or its dependent claims obvious. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted 
that the application is in condition for allowance. Favorable consideration and prompt 
allowance of the application is respectfully requested.
